Mentions Crepe on Doors. 

He started in a rather formal manner.

cuted.’ Thenvhe inrroduced a descrip- 
tive touch, by mentioning the crepe, 
tied on some of the doors, ‘‘as a tribute 
to the gay life whicn was shut out it 
midnight.”’ 

‘‘Ag early as 10 p. m.,”’ he wrote, “the 
lights in the various houses blinked out 
one by one, and the multi-colored 
luminations in the more elaborate estab- 
lishments were dimmed and flickered 
out.”’ 

By this time unis muse was 
good,” and he continued:

U. S. Supreme Court Dismisses 
Injunction Against Dealer 
Who Moved Into Missouri. 


— 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—The Kir- 
meyer liquor case, one of the first im- 
portance to the prohibition laws of Kan- 
sas, was decided in the Supreme Court 
today against the State. 

It was alleged that after receivers had 
been appointed to oust various whole- 


sale liquor dealers from doing business 
in Leavenworth, Kan., Kirmeyer went 
across the river into Missouri, estab- 
lished a warehouge, and continued to 
Cceliver beer in Kansas. The Kansas 
Supreme Court held that his removal 
“was a mere device to evade the Kansas 
liquor law, and that the trade was not 
interstate commerce “In good faith.” 

The Supreme Court today held 
Kirmeyer was entitled, under 
decisions of the Court, to p 
his trade as interstate mmerce, 
dismissed an injunction issued by 
Eansas Supreme Court, 

Justice McReynolds stated in the 
opinion that the Kirmeyer case arose 
before the passage of the Webb-Ken- 
yon law, prohibiting shipments from 
wet to dry. territory and that neither 
its construction nor application was 
involved or would be passed on. Ad- 
vocates of the Webb-Kenyon law 
claim that measure would apply to 
such cases now. 

Justice McReynolds said decisions 
of the Supreme Court precluded fur- 
ther discussion of the following 
facts: 

Beer is a recognized article of com- 
merce. The right to send it from one 
state to another and the act of doing 
so are interstate commerce, the reg- 
ulation whereof has been committed 
to Congress and a state law which 
denies such right or substantially in- 
terferes with or hampers the same 
is in conflict with the Constitution 
of the United States. Transportation 
is not complete until delivery to the 
consignee or the expiration of a rea- 
sonable time therefore and _. prior 
thereto the provisions of the Wilson 
act of 189®@ have no application.

Order for army shoes, saddies and 
tanned hides have poured in on Ameri- 
can manufacturers until they aggregate 
$18,000,000 or more. The British Gov- 
ernment placed the largest single order 
for saddles and harness, amounting to 
36,500,000, This order was so large that 
no one concern could handle it and it 
was distributed among the saddlery and 
harness makers of the country. The 
order is to be shipped via Canada. 
Delivery is to be made in small lots. 
Boot and shoe factories in New England 
and in the Middle West are working 
overtime on army orders. The demand 
for shoes has become so great that 
manufacturers expect to raise prices 
next season. 


Many of the shipments of arms, am- 
munition and even .artillery for the 
use of the Russian army are being 
made via Vancouver, thence to Viadi- 
vostok and thence by the trans-si- 
berlan Railway to distributing points 
in Russia. The time required for these 
shipments is approximately two months. 
It is because of these obscure shipments 
that the export figures of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce are unreliable. Ship- 
pers are not compelled to manifest the 
soods they ship correctly. They can 
ship ammunition as flour, salt or any- 
thing else. Thereis no penalty for mak- 
ing. false statements regarding exports. 


Chariés M, Schwab of the Bethlehem 
Steel Co. has undoubtedly received the 
largest orders from foreign govern- 
ments, not -only for his own plants 
but for supplies he is to buy in other 
markets. He is not only making artil 
lery, but he has obtained enormoys 
orders for shrapnel for the Russian, 
Krench and English. Shrapnel orders 
quickly run into the millions and Mr. 
Schwab is not only manufacturing it 
in Bethlehem, ut he has sublet con- 
tracts to Harland and Hollingsworth 
Co. at Wilmington, Del., the Cramps 
Shipbuilding Co. at Philadelphia and the 
Fore River Co. at Quincy, Mass. 


The american and British Arms Co. 
of Bridgeport, Conn., received an order 
for $2,000,000 two-inch shrapnel “from the 
tussian Government several weeks ago. 


used in shrapnel many of the smaller 
brass, steel and copper companies are 
making parts that are assembled at 
some central point. 
400,000 Tons of Barhed Wire. 

Orders have been placed with the 
American Steel and Wire Co. and its 
various plants, the Cambria Steel 
Works, the Pittsburg Steel Co. and 
Jones & Laughlin of Pittsburg, the 
Gessemer Steel Works of Burmingham 
and the Community Steel Co. for more 
than 400,000 tons of barbed steel wire. 
The average price for this wire is 
about $64 a ton. 


The demand for wire of all kinds has 
been unprecedented. All the armies use 
it for entanglements to protect trenches 
of other points of advantage. While 
the barbed wire is preferred for en- 
tanglements, bright or mild steel wire 
makes a good substitute.

U. S. Bureau of Mines Chemist 
Makes Two Important Dis- 
coveries, Lane Says. 


AID TO NATIONAL DEFENSE 


America to Be Independent of 
Germany in Making Dyestuffs 
and High Explosives. 


+ 
WASHINGTON, March 1.—Secretary 
of the interior Landis announced ‘the 


discovery of two processes by Dr. Wal- 
ter F. Rittman, chemical engineer of 
the Bureau of Mines, which will in- 
crease the output of gasoline 20 per 
cent and make the United States inde- 
pendent of Germany for @yestuffs and 
high explosives. 

Dr. Rittman has apptied for patents 
upon his process to prevent the possi- 
bility of any monopoly in thefr use, and 
will dedicate them to the American peo- 
ple. 

“These processes,” said Secretary 
Lane, “are fraught with the utmost 
importance. The Standard Oil Co. has 
had a big advantage over the inde- 
pendents in production of gasoline, hav- 
ing a patented process obtaining three 
times the amount of gasoline from a 
given quantity of petroleum the inde- 
pendents now obtain. 

‘Independent producers, as a whole, 
never have been able to even approach 
these results.’’ 

New Process Free for All, 

Now the Federal Government, through 
the efforts of Dr. Rittman, proposes to 
make free for the use of all a process 
ecnfidently expected to increase their 
yields of gasoline fully 200 per cent, 
and perhaps more. Dr. Rittman claims 
hin process is safer, simpler and more 
economical. These are economic factrs 
of great importance. 

“With a steadily 
for gasoline for 


increasing demand 
automobiles, motor 
boats and engines, this fortunate dis- 
covery comes at the proper time. It is 
but two years ago that the automobile 
industry, fearful the supply of gasoline 
might not be adequate for its rapidly 
expanding business, offered a $100,000 
prize for a substitute that would cost 
less then gasoline. 

“This new process adds to the hope 
that in spite of the wonderful growth 
in the use of gasoline there may not 
be any shortage in the future. I am 
led to believe it will not only be of 
inestimable value to refiners command- 
ing but limited capital, as well as those 
of wealth, but also to the hundreds of 
thousands of users of gasoline. When 
it is realized the gasoline industry each 
year yields $100,000,000 to $150,000,000 the 
importance of this discovery is seen. 

Second Process Important. 

“The second process discovered by 
Dr. Rittman may prove of much more 
value than the first, in that it suggests 
the establishment of an industry in 
which Germany heretofore has been 
pre-eminent—the dye industry—and also 
rromises indirectly qa measure of nation- 
al safety of incalculable import. 

‘“‘Among the necessary ingredients of 
high explosives toluol and benzol are 
in the first rank. Heretofore these 
products have been mainly obtained in 
Germany and England from coal tar. 
Explosive manufacturers have had to 
cepend largely on these sources. The 
Federal Government now proposes to 
obtain toluol and benzol from crude 
petroleum. T) ese products can be pro- 
duced from practically any American 
petroleum. The supply can be made 
sufficient not only for the entire Amer- 
ican trade, but also for other purposes 
and at a reasonable cost. 

“The real comforting thing, however, 
is that in time of great national stress, 
if the nation is ever called upon to de- 
fend itself, we will be able to manu- 
facture the most efficient and most 
powerful explosives known in warfare. 
Were it not for this discovery it is 
possible that in such an emergency, we 
might be compelled to rely largely on 
greatly inferior explosives and this 
would spell national disaster.’’ 
Discoverer Says Gasoline Can Be 

Made: From Cheap Oil. 

NEW YORK, March 1.—Dr. Walter 
F, Rittman, whose discovery of a new 
process for deriving gasoline, benzo! 
and toluol from petroleum was _  an- 
nounced by Secretary of the Interior 
Lang at Washington, last night, lives 
in this city. In speaking of the dis- 
covery today, Dr. Rittman said: 

“I do not clafm to have cheapened 
the process of producing benzol or tol- 
uol, nor for that matter do I claim to 
have lessened the cost of deriving gas- 
oline from petroleum. My process makes 
it possible, though, to get gasoline’ from 
cheaper olls—for example, the Cali- 
fornia oils—and in this way the cost is 
lessened.,”’ 

Dr. Rittman is only 32 years old and 
got his Ph. D.,from Columbia, last vear. 
He was born in Sandusky, O., and edu- 
cated at Ohio Northern College, Swarth- 
more, and finally at Columbia. He has 
been busy on his work with petroleum 
products since last summer.

In a recent Sunday Post-Dispatch “I. M. tt’’ 
complains that meat packers are paying only &% 
cents for live hogs, and that he must pay the 
17e 22c and %385c for meat, hams and break t 
bacon; he wants to courtmartial, line them oD nd 
shoot them. ? 

A hundred-pound hog will lose about a fourth 
in dressing (hogs are selling for 7 cents in St. 
Louis), making them cost nearly $ cents net for 
whole hogs with head and feet on. The fat backs 
are sold to grocers delivered Batesville, Ark., for 
10 cents and sold to consumers for 11 cents; the 
hams are retailed for 18 cents. There being more 
risk in handling them they are sold for a larger 
profit. All meats containing bones are more or less 
subject to spoiling, and the whole ham sonietimes 
must be thrown away or returned to the packer 
and used for fertilizer and soap. As to the break- 
fast bacor, probably one-tenth of one hog in ten 
tay be fit for high-grade breakfast bacon, s0 
that one pound in a hundred may be sold for a 
very high price after it has been cured by an 
@xkpensive process and sliced by a costly machine 

by the grocer after the end slices have been 
thrown aside as undesirable.

M. H. from keeping his pigs at home, butchering 
them himself and selling surplus to neighbors as 
cheaply as seems good to him.

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MONROE DOCTRINE FOR CHINA. 

Premier Okuma of Japan told Prof. Shailer 
Mathews of Chicago and Prof. 8S. L. Gulick of 
New York that the demands his country is making 
on China are to preserve her independence and 
to guard against exploitation, and propose no 
interference with the open-door policy. 

Secretary of State Hay’s note of November, 
1899, formulating what has become known as 
the open-door doctrine, contained the following: 

It has seemed to this Government highly 
desirable that the various Powers claiming 

“spheres of influence” in China should give 

formal assurances: First, that they will in no 

way interfere with any treaty port or vested 
interest within any so-called “sphere of in- 
fluence” or leased territory they may have in 

China. 

Other demands in the note were that there 
should be no discrimination against any nation 
in the tariff duties, harbor dues and railroad 
charges of any “sphere of influuence.” Japan's 
reply at that time to the note was to the effect 
that “The Imperial Government will have no 
hesitation to give their assent to so just and 
fair a proposal of the United States.” 

As the Hay note looked to the maintenance of 
rights previously acquired in China, possibly 
Okuma’s claim that the open door is not now 
being closed is right in a narrow, technical sense. 
German and Austrian vested interests are “‘inter- 
fered with,” but this would be called a logical 
change of status due to war. 

However, while Japan does not at present in- 
terfere with any other past concessions, she 
demands new railroad and mining conces- 
sions of enormous value for herself. She insists 
that no new concessions shall be made in the 
future to any other nation without her consent. 

Though ending German and Austrian conces- 
sions, she does not turn them back to China. 
Japan grabs them for herself. Is it promoting 
Chinese “independence” to make the ancient em- 
pire wholly dependent on Japan? Is rapacious 
exploitation checked by the reservation of an 
unlimited right to exploit to Japan alone? 

If this is a “new Monroe Doctrine for China” 
then the original Monroe Doctrine was clumsily 
formulated. Instead of declaring that this con- 
tinent was no longer subject to colonization by 
European Powers, we should have given warning 
that it was subject only to colonization by our- 
selves. Instead of saying that the Holy Alliance 
would not be permitted to impose its system on 
the countries of this hemisphere, or control in any 
way their destiny, we should have said that we 
purposed to impose on them our system and to 
do ourselves all the permissible controlling of 
their destiny. 

What a different impression the Japanese de- 
mands would have made had they followed 
closely the text of President Monroe’s message 
90 years ago. 
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PUT THEM ON RECORD. 

Senate and House committees at Jefferson City 
have endorsed the woman suffrage constitutional 
amendment, proposed to be submitted to the 
voters at the November, 1916, election. 

If either chamber rejects its committee’s fav- 
orable report on this amendment, there should 
be a rolicall to show the people exactly which 
members are for and which are against grant- 
ing political justice to the women of Missouri. 
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THE LOBBY’S CHIEF EVIL. 

Nine-tenths of the lobbyists at any legislative 
session are agents of special interests trying to 
get or to retain law-made special privileges. 

It is not this lobby’s fight to pass any particular 
law wanted by the special interests, nor its fight 
to kill any particular law wanted by the people, 
that chiefly makes the lobby an evil factor in 
legislation. It is chiefly bad because it is a 
strong phalanx solidly opposing all really demo- 
cratic legislation, whether or not its members, as 
individuals, have any interest in it. 

This lobby is the private legislature of the spe- 
cial interests. It gets its pay from them. Each 
time the people, through their Legislature, defeat 
a special privilege wanted by the special inter- 
ests, or regain one earlier granted, the field of 
the lobby is by so much limited. 

Inevitably, then, it stands opposed to all that 
the rank and file folk want done, and stands for 
all of the things they do not want done. 
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NEW YORK’S WAY OUT. 

Comptroller Prendergast reports New York 
City is at the verge of bankruptcy and can escape 
chly by sharp retrenchment. 

It is not so bad as that. The city owes roundly 
$1,000,000,000, on which it pays about $45,000,000 
a year in interest. Its taxable values exceed §$8,- 
000,000,000. A good many business: firms have 
escaped bankruptcy in worse situations than that. 

Doubtless « competent receiver, clothed with 
plenary power to put the city’s affairs on a busi- 
ness instead of a political basis, could cut its year- 
ly outlay $20,000,000 to $30,000,000 without im- 
pairing its uecessary social services. Doubtless 
Its present managers can cut out some of the 
waste ahd graft in purchase, maintenance, payroll 
and contract expenditures. But that’s not the 
main chance; not the real way out of debt. 

When any business finds income falling steadily 
below outgo, it must either retrench or extend 
the scope of its profit-earning operations, or do 
both, or go broke. What Mr. Prendergast’s state- 
ment ignores is the possibility for his city to do 
more business at a profit. 

New York’s real way, her only way, out of 
debt, is to absorb for social uses—including the 
gradual payment of its back-breaking city debt— 
the socially-created land values and the _ social- 
ly-created profit of its revenue-earning public util- 
ities, which now tax tens of millions yearly out of 
the pockets of the Gothamites, for the sole en- 
richment of a few private owners. 

Enough new land values have been and will be 
created by the city’s investments in subways to 
pay for them—but the city doesn’t get those new 
values. It lets private landlords pocket them. 

The Rockefellers, chief owners of New York’s 
gas and electric industries, take millions yearly 
out of those services. 

Urban transport pays other yearly millions of 
profit to private owners. 

The telephone company earns $5,000,000 to $6,- 
000,000 a year more than a fair commercial retarn 
on its actual {nvestment. 

New York’s salvation lies in finding, to manage 
her corporate business, some man or committee 


‘with as much business sense as her ablest men 
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apply in their private affairs. This man or com-' 


mittee must have power to act. It must be 
backed by an aroused public opinion. 
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VITAL LEGISLATIVE WORK. 

Gov. Major’s statement that he will not in any 
event call an extra session of the Legislature puts 
the question of passing important legislative 
measures this session squarely up to the Demo- 
cratic majority. The needed work can be done 
if the legislators will devote their time and en- 
ergy to it. 

If the Legislature eaanh quit wasting time and 
labor trying to regulate the personal habits and 
restrict the freedom of the people of the State 
and devote its labors to the measures which 
would really count for social, industrial and 
commercial betterment, the legislative record 
would be improved. It is of vital import that 
property owners and business men get insurance 
at fair rates; that ambulance chasers be cut off 
from preying upon industry and workmen be as- 
sured of adequate compensation for injuries; that 
judicial procedure be improved; that banks be 
properly regulated; that farmers be enabled to 
buy and improve farm lands; that wards of the 
State be properly provided for; that educational 
institutions be efficiently maintained, and that 
penitentiary barbarities and abuses be abolished. 

All of these things can be accomplished if legis- 
lators work industriously and earnestly to the

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WAKING PEOPLE UP.

Wilson told his hearers in his Berea College 
speech, “is to wake somebody up.” 

It was Henry D. Thoreau who said: 
never vet met a man who was quite awake.

And William James said: “Compared with 
what we ought to be we are only half awake.

Our fires are damped, our drafts are checked. We 


are making use of only a small part ofour pos- 
sible mental and physical resources.”’ 

But the waking up, both of ourselves and others, 
must be, as President’ Wilson said, to something 
worth while. It is possible to wake up as Europe 
did, out of one nightmare only to fall into an- 
other. ‘Wake somebody up,” said the President, 
“provided you wake them up to see the light, pro- 
vided you wake them up to see something that is 
worth seeing and comprehend something that their 
spirits have not hitherto comprehended.”’ 

There are, according to the best estimates, 1,652,- 
945,900 people in the world, mostly asleep. Among 
those in the deepest dream are: 

All who think they can live crooked lives and 
be happy; 

All who think that public interests do not con- 
cern them; 

All men who think that women were created 
for their mere amusement; 

All women whose thoughts are mostly devoted 
to dress; 

All who try to live without religion, music, art, 
literature and whoesome recreation: 

All who nurse hatreds, prejudices, 
fatuations, avarice, uncharitableness; 

All who have willingly stopped growing mentally 
and spiritually and are fatuously content; 

All who believe that crime and war and poverty 
are a necessary and enduring part of human life, 
against which it is impossible to make, headway. 

Let us first wake ourselves, and we may then 
find that others have wakened with us. 
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WHY THEY GET LOW SALARIES. 

The Kansas City Times prints a list of 35 former 
members of the University of Missouri faculty who 
during recent years went to other colleges at 
higher salaries. 

This seems to argue for higher pay at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. If these 35 men were worth 
more money to other universities, they were worth 
keeping in Missouri. 

That view of the case, however, ignores the vital 
fact that college professors, with few exceptions, 
are of almost no utility in partisan politics. 

In states where the Boverning authority meas- 
ures a man’s value by his ability to boost the 
political machine, salaries of mere scientists and 
educators will of course be smaller than in states 
where a man’s value is measured by his social 
rather than his political usefulness.
